The Attorney General’s staff, however, had re-investigated 
the case and had ordered three arrests and was prepared 
to present the case to the Grand Jury seeking indictments. 

We wonder why the District Attorney feels called upon 
to interfere in this case — having once investigated it 
without apparent result? And we might also wonder why 
the Attorney General’s staff was able to secure evidence 
enough to warrant arrests when apparently no such evi- 
dence was unearthed by the District Attorney. 

The current case recalls vividly to mind the fiasco of 
the 
further indictments and was actively opposed by the Dis- 


Clark Case — when the Attorney General sought 


trict Attorney. 

In that case, we remember, Mrs. Clark pleaded guilty to 
second degree murder and was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. The Attorney General, many, many months later, 
presented evidence to the Grand Jury seeking an indict- 
ment against a second party. News stories at the time 
said Mr. Cregg cross-examined the state’s witnesses. The 
implication was clear that he opposed re-opening the case, 
having once disposed of it himself and remarking that the 
case was closed for good. 

It seems hardly right that the two legal agencies upon 
which we must depend should engage in a stubborn fight, 
with the obvious possibility that a criminal may escape 
indictment at some time because of it. 

We’re not attempting to set the blame for the feud but 
think it 
damage is done. If nothing else, it is harmful to everyone’s 


we do should stop right now, before serious 
morale to see top elected officials feuding like school

Abbott turns out this fine soup, 
There is no waiting around for a 
ham bone here, for she uses in- 


stead a rich stock consisting of a 
large (46 ounce can College Inn 
chicken broth) and bringing her 
5-quart quantity up with 1 small 
can comsomme and the rest 
bouillon. 

No soaking of split peas — 
simply pour both boxes into the 
liquid, bring to a boil and then 
skim. This is cooked until it is 
all mush — add cut leeks and bay 
leaf, of course, but hold off on the 
salt and pepper until later. Watch 
carefully while cooking and fre- 
quently stir. Mrs. Abbott, like 
many excellent cooks, uses the 
old fashioned wooden spoons for 
stirring. 


Cool off, again stirring, and 
strain through a fine colander 
until all is pushed through. This 


must be accomplished down to 
the last bit. Now salt and pepper. 

This soup will freeze nicely if 
you can’t use the entire quantity. 
It is very thick, so when warming 
over the burner again, stir care- 
fully, adding any juices on hand 
(such as water from broccoli, 
mushrooms, etc.), and serve very 
hot with croutons. To be right it 
should be velvet smooth. It is a 
pale green color, but if not green 
enough to please, cheat a little 
if you like with green vegetable 
coloring.
